Here’s a convoluted mess from Montana. These two AM’s are finally on the FCC Silent list after 
years of actually being silent. First reported to the Log by John Johnson, who now lives in Arizona. — 
WH 

Following an informal objection and request for enforcement by Connoisseur Media, Edgewater 
Broadcasting has withdrawn its Construction Permit and License to Cover applications for 96.3 
K242CI Casper WY to relocate to 102.5 in Billings MT. Edgewater had applied for and was granted 
a CP to move K242CI to Billings rebroadcasting Sun Mountain Inc.’s 1340 KBSR Laurel MT where it 
was operating as AC “Magic 102.5”. Connoisseur claims that K242CI and 104.5 K283CP (licensed to 
rebroadcast 1450 KYLW Lockwood MT) have been operating illegally. Amongst Connoisseur’s 
claims were that K242CI began operating in late 2016 but did not file for a license to cover until 
March, neither originating AM have not operated for multiple years now and no tower constructed 
at the licensed site for either station, both translators were built at facilities not specified in their 
Construction Permit. In its response Edgewater admitted that their contracted engineer Joshua 
Eversole built the translators on the wrong tower adjacent to its licensed one, but was unaware that 
the originating AMs were dark and immediately filed for Silent STA’s for the translators. Eversole, 
the contract engineer, was also the operator of both translators as K283CP debuted in November 
2016 as Rhythmic CHR “Wild 104.5” under the operations of his Eversole Media Group joining 
similarly formatted translators he leased in Kalispell and Missoula MT. Since then the FCC has 
deleted 1450 KYLW’s license for Red Light Delinquent fees due. In a Petition For Reconsideration 
filed in late May, owner Richard Solberg claimed he made periodic payments of fees due until 
multiple medical issues last year left him hospitalized for months. In a follow-up letter, Connoisseur 
stated that following the Silent STA filings by Edgewater, 104.5 K283CP returned to the air on April 
1 but after Connoisseur contacted Edgewater’s Consulting Engineer on April 4th the station once 
again went silent. A pair of Facebook posts by the station backs that timeline.

The country music station 
originally launched in 2015 as a digital-only platform. Now, Radio Disney Country will be 
broadcast from Los Angeles stations KRDC 99.1 FM and AM 1110, as well as online through 
iHeartRadio, Tuneln and other streaming platforms, including curated playlists for Spotify and 
Apple Music. hil Gerini, vice president, music strategy, at Disney Channels Worldwide and general 
manager of the Radio Disney Network, announced the country music platform’s expansion. “As 
country music continues to deliver some of the biggest artists in music today, we are broadening the 
reach of Radio Disney Country through both terrestrial and digital extensions of its brand,” Gerini 
said in a statement. Radio Disney Country features up-and-coming country artists, as well as big 
names such as Kelsea Ballerini, Florida Georgia Line, Sam Hunt and more. (JJ)

Another AM will go silent rather attempt to “revitalize” as Mariana Broadcasting’s Full Service 
Oldies “North Jersey 1500” WGHT Pompton Lakes NJ has announced its intent to sign-off at the 
end of this summer. An AM daytimer operating with 1kW in the shadows of New York City, 
WGHT was unable to keep competing with the plethora of media options available in the area. 
Owner/GM/Midday Host John Silliman intends to attempt to donate the license to a local school or 
non-profit.

The backup buyer is John S. Hammond and Linda 
Hammond’s Hammond Broadcasting Group, a niche-format player based 
right there in Dallas. They’re paying $600,000 for KBXD, which has a six-tower 
daytime directional array blasting 50,000 watts, and a four-tower directional 
array for the 1,900-watt night signal. This year’s price and last year’s price are 
more comparable than you’d think — separately, Hammond’s buying the 
Salem-owned KBXD site for $600,000. The seller of KBXD is the patient Mark 
Jorgenson of “ACM JCE IV B LLC.” That company took over KBXD and three 
other AMs previously held by James Crystal Enterprises out of the 2015 
bankruptcy auction. (The debt-holder was Atalaya Capital.) Buyer Hammond 
Broadcasting has begun an LMA with KBXD, adding to its interests around 
Dallas-Fort Worth. (GH-OK)

573 puts it in Missouri, and best “fuzzy match” 
for those calls is KNLJ, a megawatt RF Channel 20 in Jefferson City, which is 
with Christian Television Network as virtual 25.1, whose website confirms it’s 
at tenth anniversary. Recheck 6/12 0057 — 1589.90 kHz, promo for ‘Pathway to 
Victory’ show, on Bott Radio Network.com, BRN, 0100 Unshackled theme. 
Must be KMOZ-1590 in Rolla MO, not too far from Jeff City, 1000/85 watts U1, 
with Bott network, Christian, or BRN. So this is definitely KMOZ - As in 
Missouri Ozarks? 6/14 0233 — Still het from off-frequency station, previously 
traced to KMOZ. (GH-OK)

I will have a D-Kaz oriented at 340 degrees from North-Central 
Minnesota, with an SDR recording 100 kHz to 1700 kHz. Cheers!

Re: Eclipse DXing 

I remember DXing during an eclipse in 1963. From where I was in metro-Boston, the 
enhancement was most noticeable on the upper end of the dial with WKBW Buffalo, NY making a 
particularly strong showing on 1520 right next to local WMEX-1510. There was another eclipse in 
the “70s that was not as close to totality and, as a result, exhibited less dramatic differences on MW 
versus regular daytime conditions. I will certainly be running some SDR captures during the 
August eclipse even if this area is likely to be affected less than some other parts of the U.S. 

According to Wikipedia, the 1963 eclipse I remembered was on July 20. Boston area had greatest 
effect around 2145 UTC / 5:45 p.m. EDT. High band skip stations such as WKBW Buffalo (1520) and 
CKLM Montreal (1570) had signals similar to night strengths. Lower MW was less affected. 7 MAR 
1970 and 10 JUL 1972 eclipses also had some effect on MW propagation here in eastern MA, though 
seemingly less than what I experienced in ‘63. 

From the map at https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Solar eclipse _of August _21, 2017 the 21 AUG 
2017 one will have its greatest effect around here between 1830 and 1900 UTC (2:30 - 3 p.m. EDT). It 
would probably make sense to run Perseus captures on my south antenna at top-of-hours at 1800, 
1900, and 2000 UTC as well as in-between ones at 1830, 1845, 1915, and 1930 UTC.

(I figure to record a 60-minute 
period straddling totality) Since I’m not possessed of the time to record & review on a regular basis, 
I don’t want to spend too much money on this project. It might be nice to have an Elad or 
something, but I probably wouldn’t use it enough after the eclipse to be worth the money. I’m 
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thinking RTL-SDR and an upconverter. I’ve diddled with just the software & USB stick on the FM 
BCB. I have a reasonably fast PC (HP Z400 running Windows 10) available; it seems to handle SDR# 
just fine for FM DX’ing.

I received the RSP1 today. Tossed things together & ran a quick recording. It works. Haven't tried 
to schedule a recording yet. 

Some strange noise at the bottom of the band. I’ll need to test with the other radios to make sure 
it isn’t somehow coming in on the antennas. Things sound fine at the top of the dial. (I think I 
might have caught a new one on 1290. Fighting an ear infection so ID’ing anything over a computer 
speaker isn’t going to happen right now. 

Diddling around on the 40-meter ham band and the FM BCB shows it’s decently functional & 
selective. 

SDRUno is the only software I’ve been able to get working so far. SDR#, Windows 10 blocks the 
driver installation claiming it’s malware. That’s not the end of the world, SDRUno is certainly 
adequate for what I’m trying to do. 

I wonder if it literally dead-ends at 2 GHz? Surprisingly there seems to be a plug-in for decoding 
DVB-T on the SDRplay website. TV live trucks transmit DVB-T on frequencies *just* above 2GHz. 
(As in, IIRC, 2000 MHz is the bottom of channel 1.) If this thing can be convinced to tune just a few 
MHz above 2000, it could be used to bench-test our microwave transmitters... 

Recording spectrum is magic. :) There’s a menu option for selecting the “input” -- you switch 
between the hardware & a file -- EVERY other control is identical either way. You tune a spectrum 
recording in EXACTLY the same way as you'd tune the actual radio. Only difference is you can’t 
leave your 2 MHz chunk of band. (Since the AM BCB is less than 2 MHz wide, for BCB DXing it 
makes no difference whatsoever...) 

I think I’m going to end up using TeamViewer as my remote-access solution. Again, it seems to 
work in testing. Windows security has been making it difficult to get any kind of VPN working.

Len Kruse (IA) only a 
member for 9 months was off to war. Thankfully, he returned & was a prolific DXer & contributor 
as well as CPC Chair for years. 

50 Years Ago — From the June 3, 1967 issue of DX News: Ernie Wesolowski’s 50 hours of work 
resulted in 12 Sunrise/Sunset Maps (1 per month) for all of the U.S. On sale for $1 total postpaid! 
Our man in the Dominican Republic, Cesar Objio wrote a very informative article about Latin 
American station names vs. call letters. Jerry Starr (OH) caught KGVL-1400 TX monthly f/c. Ross 
Hansch (WI) nailed NH’s WHEB-750 at sunset, nulling WSB. 

25 Years Ago — From the July 6, 1992 issue of DX News: Archives of 25 years before said Ernie W’s 
Sunrise/Sunset maps (see above) were “selling like hotcakes”! From Jim Renfrew’s IDXD these 
goodies all logged by NF’s Jean Burrell on his ICOM71A & assorted longwires: Lesotho-1197, 
Angola-1295, Ukraine-1431, Madeira-1530, Malta-1557, Bolivia-1550. Ernie Cooper vacationed in the 
USVI and heard these on his GE Superradio: Nevis-895, WOSO-1030 PR, WGOD-1090 (250w) USVI, 
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AFRS-PR-1200, & WRRA-1290 St Croix, who at that time had never been heard in the continental 
LS; 

10 Years Ago — From the June 18, 2007 issue of DX News: FCC approves IBOC for night 
broadcast. Hawaii’s Richard Wood (ICOM 75A, assorted beverages/longwires) logged XENA (QE, 
Mex) 1450 @ 3528 miles! Sri Lanka-882, Mongolia-1350, Thailand 1386/1404, & the Brisbane, AU 100 
watter on 1701 (call unk). 

Ed note: Thanks to Paul Thomas (OH) for the kind words; glad somebody reads this! Paul’s 
father David (Dave) Thomas was a renowned DXer back in the 50s when I first joined NRC.

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One new station - WGAB-1180 — was reported to DDXD this issue for the first time since at least 
1999-2000 (Volume 67). Another station on the list, WNPZ-1580, had its license revoked, but 
another, KYLW-1450, was reinstated, so those cancel each other out and there are just 416 currently 
licensed stations in the United States and Canada that haven’t been reported in DDXD during this

period. 


The current list of unreported stations follows. Stations of less than 100 watts (e.g., U.S. TIS/HAR 
stations and Canadian LPRT stations) are omitted. Call changes don’t result in a station being 


added to the list, nor do changes in city of license (within reason), but changes in frequency do. 


Stations are considered “reported” if they appear in DDXD East or DDXD West with an actual 
logging; news items about the station sourced from the Web or other third sources do not count. 
And we only include stations that are actually reported — if you have heard the station, but didn’t 
report it, you'll need to log and report it again. 

The goal of disseminating this list is to highlight stations that many NRC members might like to 
hear, but that have not been reported in quite some time with a tip that might help other members 
hear and log the station. Even if a station on the list is not “rare DX” for you — you can be assured 
that no one has reported the station to DDXD in 17 years, so no one will be bored or disinterested if 


you can give them a hint to help them log one of these stations!
